White Team Second 8 hours 
Blue Team Third & hours 


Please be aware that in rare cases you may be asked to work beyond your regular 8 hour shift. Please 
be prepared to be flexible. 


When we need you, we'll need you right away! 
In an emergency, the most likely way for you to be contacted Is by telephone. Please make sure the 
EOC Amateur Radio Coordinator has your latest contact numbers (home, work, cell, pager).
